JLiADKBNCB Stbknb waB the BOH of u) triib 
officer , and bora at Cloiiiiial in Ihe *antb of Irv 
land november 14"', i7i3> a tew daja after bM 
mother arrived from Dunkirk,.

llie ladder renuiued tliere. Slerae , one unlucky 
day, mounted it, and wrole with a brush in large 
capita] letlers, LAU. STERNE, for which llie 
ustier vrhlpped him. Hij maiter was very moch 
hurt at this, and raid before him, ihat nevef 
aboald that name be effared i for he was a boy of 
geniui , aiid he waa sure he should come to pre- 
fermeDl. lliia ezprenion made the boy forget the 
atripea he had received. In the year 1739, hii 
couiin Sterne , of BlTington ■ became a father to 
our author, and sent him to the univeraity of 
Cambridge , 'where he spent the usual number of 
year* , read a great deal , laughed more , and some- 
tiwm took the diversion of ponling his tntor*. He 
left Cambridge with: the character of an odd man, 
who had no barm in him, and who had parts if 
he would use Aem. 

Upon lea'ving the university , he seated himself 
(laielly {□ the lap of the chqrch , at Satlaa on the 
forest of Gallrees , a small vicarage in Yorkshire, 
which he got by the means of hia uncle. At York 
he beaone acquainted- with his wife. He married 
her in ibe year 1741 , and got by her his only 
ttaoghter , who is knUwn by the name of Lydia. 
Steive and his mtcle were then upon rery good 
terms, for he sOoo got by him the prebend of 
YoAi kat tiie uncle, being a party-man, qnar- 
relled-wilh him aiWwardi, because he would not 
wrile paragraphs in the news-papers, detesting 
•noh dirly wnt , and thinkjag it beonth bim.

From Ihat period hii uncle became III* biltereit 
enemy. By bia wife's means he got ite liTing of 
Stillinglon. A friend of her's in tbe aoutfa bad pro- 
miied her , that if she married a clergyman in 
Yorkshire, when the living became Tacant , he 
wouM make ber a romplimenl of il. He remain'- 
ed near twenty years al SuUon. As he had then 
very good health, books, painting, fiddling and 
shooting (as our aulbor eipreases himself) were 
his fsTOarile amiiseiiienls. In the year-i76o, ho 
took a house at York for his wife and daughter , 
and went op to London to pablish his two first 
Tolmnes of Shandy *. In that year Lord F — pre- 
sented liim with Ihe curacy of Coxwonld , a sweet 
rehremeDt in comparison of Snllon. In 1763, be 
went to France , before the peace was conclnded , 
whither his wife and daughter followed him. He 
left them both in France , and two years after be 
wenttollalyfor the recovery of his heallh. In his 
way home to England, he called upon Ibem again 
ID France, from whence they returned after him 
to England. 

This is almosl all we have learned from the 
acconnt ** of Sterne himielf. The rest we have 
(■thered from'ihe accounts of his friends. 

"When Sterna lived at Sntton , an occasion

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offared, wliich nude him first feel biinaelf , and lo 
which.perhaps, we OTre the origin of the hialary 
of Trialram. There happened » diipule luaong 
■ome of Ihe snperiors of hi* order, in -wbifJl 
Sleme'ifriend, oneof [hebeat men in the world, 
was concerned. A person , who hUed a lucr>tlvo 
benefice, waa noLsatinGcd with enjojingil during 
hia own hfe-lime , but exerted all hi* intereat lo 
have il entailed upon hia wife and toa aAer his 
decease. Sterne's friend , who eipecled the rerer- 
aiou of Ihis living , had not, however , *u£Gcient 
inflaeuce to prevent the success of bis adrersary. 
At this crilical period, Sterne Bllacked ibemono- 
poliMr in joke , and wrote u The histoiT' ofa good 
tt warmwatcli-coal, with which the present poa- 
e setior b not coaleni to corer hia own shonlders , 
a unless he can abo cut out of it a petlicoal fBr 
tt hii wife , aai a pair of breeches for his son. o ; 
What all the serioui argumenia in the world 
could not bavf effected , Sterne's satirical pen 
brought about. The ioteaded monopolizer seal 
bim word , that if he would suppress the publi- 
cation of this sarcasm , be would resign his pre- 
tensions lo the neil candidate. The pamphlet wal 
suppressed , llie reversion look place , and St^ue 
was re<iuited, by the interest of his patron, with 
the prebendary ship of York *,

ing too freely upon religion and the bypocriay of 
the clergy. The young fellow at length addreued 
hjnuelf to Sterne , asking him , what were bis 
sentiments upon the aabiect : when , instead of 
anawering him directly, he told the willing : aTbat 
n his do); was reckoned one of the most beautiful 
a poiatera in the whole county, waa very good- 
■ nature d , bat that he had an infernal trick, 
s which destroyed all his good qualities. — He 
« never sees a clergyman, ( continued Sleme) bnt 
CI he immediately Sies at him. » — aHow^longmay 
« he have had thai Irick , Sir ? * — n Ever since he 
a was a poppy. » The yonng man felt Iha keen- 
ness of the satire , tamed upon his heel , and left 
Sterne to triumph. 

At this time Sterne was possessed of some good 
livings , having enjoyed , BO early as the year 174S, 
the vicarage of Sntlon on the forest of Galtreel , 
where be usually performed divine service on 
Sanday mornings ; and in the aflernoon he preach- 
ed al the rectory of Stillinglon , which he held 
■a one of the prebends of York > iit which capa- 
city be alto udsled regolarly, in hia turn , at the 
cathedral. Tfans he decanlly lived a becoming 
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onumsnt of the church , lill hu Rabekiuan spirit , 
which itnied from Ihs pre«a , ininiBried him into 
the gs]reties and frirulitiea of the world. 

Hii wit and humour wera already greally ad- 
mired wilhio the circle «f fais acquaintance; but 
ilia genia< had never yet reached the capital , when 
hia two first TQliimea of Trulratn Shandy made 
their appearance *. They were printed at York , 
and proposed to Ihe bookselleri thdi'c at a Terjr 
moderate price : those gentlemen , however, wer« 
mcb judges of their vahie , that they scarce offered' 
the price of paper and print ; and the wort made 
its way into the world withont any of (he artifl^ 
ces which are often practised to put off an edi- 
lioa. A large impression being ahnost instanta- 
neously sold , the booksellers w^re roused from 
their lethai^, and every one was eager to pur- 
chase the second edition of the copy. Sleme sold 
it for six hundred pounds, aiWr being refused 
finy pounds for the first impression and proprie- 

The two firstTolumes of Tristram Shandy were 
now in every bpdy's hands. All read , most ap- 
proved, bnl few understood Ihem. Those who- 
bad not entered into the ludicrous manner of 
Rabelaia, or Ihe poignant satire of Swifl, did not 
compr^eDd them ; but they joined with the mul- 
titude, and pronounced Tristram Shandy very 
tilever.Even the Reviewers recommendedShandx

The publicalion of Iheie two volumes brou^ 
Slerne into great repute. He was considered aa 
the geoiua of Ihe age. His company waa'eqiuUy 
conned by tba great , the literati , the witty and - 
ihe gay, and it was coniidered aaa kiad of hoi- 
nonr to have passed an evening with tbe aatbor 
of Trialiam Shandy. Though some of the OTer— 
rigid clergy condemned this Indlcrous perform- 
ance , andindged it iocampatible wilb that purity 
juid morality, which ■hould ever accompany the 
writing* of the gentlemen of the gown ; these cen- 
aures were far from beinguaiverMl, even among 
the clergy ; and the aoqaaintaoce he made by this 
publication, were, in many respects, advanla- 
geooi tobim. Among others, the earlPanlconberg 
so particularly patronised the anibor of this work, 
that , to testify his approbation , he presented 
Sterne with the rectory of Coxwould , which waa 
an agree^dn and convenient addition to his other 
livings , beJDg all in the neighbourhood of York. 

Hi* next publication eonsisled of two volomea 
ef Sermons * , which the severen critics could not

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lielp applaodiiig , for the -purity and degaace of 
their llyle, twdlheezcaJienceoflbeirmoril.'nie 
manner in which they were uihered to public 
notice, waa, bj aome, aeverely condemned, wbilit 
olberi lamenled, that anch escellenl diicourses 
ahould aland ID need of inch anintraduclinn; and 
many were of opinion, Ihal he lisd wroie Tris- 
tram Shandy purely to introduce them; as, in his 
preface lo the aermona, he acqoainta Ihe reader, 
that « the aermon which gave riae to the puUi- 
H cation of IheieihsTing been ofiered lo the public 
« aa a aermun of Yorick'i , he hoped the moat ae- 
K rioDa reader would find nothing to ofiend him, 
H ia hfa continuing Ihoae two Tolumea under the 
u Bome title. Leat it aboiild be olherwiae, I bare 
« added a accond title page, with the real naia« 
a of the author : — the Grat will serve the book- 
M seller'a purpoae, aa Yoriok'a name ia poasibly 
a of the two Ihe mors known ; — and the second 
« will ease the minds of those who aeea jeat, and 
« llie danger which lurka under it. where no jesi 

When the lliird and fonrlh Tolnmes of Tris- 
tram Shandy * made their appearance , the public 
WBi not quite so eager in pnmbaaing and applaud- 
ing them , aa they had been with rc8p«ct to the 
first two Tolome*. The norelly of the alyle and 
manner no longer remained ; his digreMiona were 
by many considered as tediotu, aitd his asteriaka

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loo obicarei n«y, lome invidions crilics, who 
pretended to be able to point them out, iaiinH- 
alsd , Ihal they vrere too iudelJcale for the eye of 
chaitily. 

He had nevertheleu a great number of ad- 
mirers ; and he wu encouraged to publiih a fifth 
and sixth vdume*. Their satire va> nill poignant, 
spirited, and, in general, eztremel/ jml. The 
characters, thungh somewhat overcharged, were 
lively, and in nature. He constantly caught tha 
ridiculous , wherever he fonnd it ; and he oef er 
failed to present it to his readers in the ntoit 
agreeable point of light. His story of Le Fevire ** 
was highly fiaJBhed , and truly pathetic ; and would 
alone rescue his name from oblivion , if bis ser- 
mons were not considered as some of the best 
moral discourses extant. 

The seventh, eighth and ninth volumes ***' 
have not yet completed that work ; so that what 
WM said upon the publication of his first volu- 
mes , has been verified ; u Shandy seem* lo extre- 
« mely fond of digressions, and of giving hi« 
a historical readers the slip upon all occasions, 
« that wa are not a little apprehensive , he may , 
< some time or other , ^ve them the slip in good

In the above mentioned volumes, Sleme car- 
riei hii ceadera througb France, and introduce* 
Rome scenes and characters , which are afler- 
warda taken up in the Sentimental Joaraey, par- 
ticularly thai of Maria; so that this may; in some 
measure, be considered as a continuation of the 
Life and Opinions of Tristram Shandy. 

It iialmoat needless to obaerre , of a'bookKi 
universaUy read as Shandy , that the slory of the 
hero's life is theleaslpart of ihe author's concern. 
It is , in reality , nothing moTe than a vehicle for 
satire on a great variety of subjecls. Most of Ihete 
satirical strokes are introduced with liltle regard 
1o any connexion, either with the principal story 
or with each other. The auibor having no deter- 
mined end in view , run* from object to object, 
as Aey happen to strike a very lively and very- 
irregular imagination. In fact, the book is a per- 
petual series of disappointments : yet -with this 
and other blemishes , the life of Tristram Shandy 
hail uncommon merit ; and Ihe freedom and sin- 
cerity of its author , perhaps, cannot be equalled 
by any oilier writer beside the incomparable Moa- 
laJgue. The faults of an original work are alway* 
pardoned; andit is not snrprising, that, nta time 
when » tame imitation aakea almost the whole 
merit of so many books, so happy an attempt at 
Boveliy iboold have been so well received. Hia 
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tail -work, liDweTer, may be considered as lii» 
greateat, since il contain* a Tflriely of igreeable 
palhelic deacriplions , in an easy aimple style, 
cleared TrDin much uf tke obscurity and levity 
whicb degrade the former volumes. 

As Sterne adTanced in 'literary fuae, he left 
hii livingi to ibe care of bit coratei , and , though 
lie acquired aome IhouMiids by hij productioiu, 
being a cliaracter very diilant from an oecoBomin, 
hisBaviagBwerenogrealerattbeend of the year, 
than -wlieu he had no other aupiiori but the tin^e 
vicacage of Sutton. Indeed, his I ravelling expell- 
ees abroad, and the luxurious manner in nbich 
he lived wilh the gay and polite at home, greatly 
promoted the dissipation of a very considerahla 
aum, which his writings had produced, and which 
Tuighl have been a future assistamce to hia family. 
This being the case , at his death , bis widow aud 
daughter, an agreeable young lady about siiteen, 
who had both resided for someyears in a convent 
ioFrance, having separated from Sterne throngh 
•ome piqne , which was difierenlly accounted for 
by the parlies, finding that their pensions must 
discontinae, returned to Enghind, Sn order lo 
publish his posthumous 'works. Being at York 
daring the last races, some humane gentlemen, 
friends and admirers of the late prebendary, look 
into consideration their disagreeable situalian, 
and made tham a present of a purse containing • 
ifaousuid pounds. This nnexpeclcd and geaeroiu

At theeudoftlie year 1767, Sterne lefl York, 
and came to Liondon in order to pu blish 7*4? 5an- 
timental Jounuy *. nhirh he had wrilleu duriug 
tbe preceding lummer at his favourite living of 
Corwoald. His keallh had beed for some lime 
deriining; but he continned to visit bis friends, 
and retaiuedhis usual Howof apirits. In february 
1 768, he began to perceive the approaches of death, 
and with the concern of agood man, and tbe soli- 
citude of an affectionate paieol, devoted hi* at- 
tention to the future welfare of his dangler. After 
a short struggle with his disordei-, his debilitaled 
and worn out frame ■nhmilled to fale on the 
18'^ day of march 176H, at hi* lodgings inBand- 
■treet. He was buried privately in anew bmrying 
ground, belonging to the parish of 81. George's, 
Hauover-squBi'e , at twelve o' clock at noon, 
* pHlilulwdatIii>ii<loi>tn 176^, inlws rolanw*.

The corporal made his old bow, which generally 
spoke as plain as a bow could speak it ' — « Your 
K honour is goodo — rAnd having done that, he 
■at down, as he was ordered — and began tho 
story to my uncle Toby av«r again ia pretty 
near the same words, 

I despaired at first, aaid the corporal, of being 
able to bring back any intelligence to your ho- 
nour about the lieutenant and his son ; for when 
I asked ^here hi« •ervant wts, froa> whom I 
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mtde mjielf inre ofknoniDg every fliin; which 
was proper to be aiked — That's a right dia- 
tiDclioD, Trim, said my uncle Toby — I was an- 
iwered, an' please yoar honoxr, Ibat he had no 
■ervant with him -~ that he had conie to tba 
inn n^th liired horses, w]iirh, upon finding him- 
■elf unable to proreed ( lo foin, I suppose, ths 
regimcDt), he had dismissed tbe morninf; aFln- he 
came. — Tf I get beiler, my dear, said he, as ha 
j!Bve his purse lo his son lo pay llie man^ we 
can hire horses from hence. — Bal alas! the poor 
gentleman will never gel from hence, said the 
landlady lo me ^ for I heard ihe death-watch 
all uighl lung — and when he dies, die youth, 
his sen, will certainly die with him; for be ia 
broken-hearted already, 

I was hearing Ibis account, rjintinned the cor* 
poral, "when tbe youth came into Ibe kitchen, to 
order ibe thin toasi tbe landlord spoke of — • 
but I will do it tof my father myself, said ihe 
youth.' — Pray let me save you tbe tronbie, young • 
gentleman, said I, taking up a fork for the pur- 
pose, and offering him my chair to sit down, 
upon by the fire, whilst I did it. — I believe, 
Sir, said he very modestly, I can please him best 
myself. -^ t am sure, said I, hia honoar will not 
like the toast tbe worse for being toasted by an 
old soldier. — Tbe youth took hold of my haa4> 
andinslantly boTsI into tears. — Poor yovtfa! said 
mj uncU Toby — be hu been bred up from aq 
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infant !n Ihe «riDy ; and the name of a soldier. 
Trim, soonded in his ears like the name of a 
friend — 1 wish I had him here. 

— I never in the longest march, aaid the cor- 
poral, had 80 great a mind to mj dinner, aa I had 
to cry wiih him for company : —'What conld 
be the matter "with me, an' pleaie yoai huDour? 
Nothing in the world. Trim, «aid my uncle Toby 
Uowing his noae —but that tbou art a good- 
naliired fellow. 

■ When I gavehim the toatt, conlinDedthecor- 
poral, I thoughr it was proper to lell him I was 
caplain Sliandy'a servant, and that your honour 
{ though a stranger) was extremely concerned for. 
hia father — and that if there was any thing iit 
your home or cellar — (and'thoD might's) have 
added my pnrse too, aaid my uncle Toby) —he 
-was heartily welcome to it — He made a very 
low bow (which was meant to your honour)] 
but no answer — for hia heart \raa full — so iij 
went op stairs mth the loaal, — I warrant yon, 
my dear, said I, aa I opened the kitchen door, 
your father will be well again. — Mr. Yoricfc'a 
enrale was amoking a pipe by the kitchen fire- 
but aaid not a word good or bad to comfort Iha 
youth. —I thought it was wrong, added the cor- 
poral^ I think so too, aaid my nncleToby. 

When the lieutenant bad taken his glaas of 
cack and toaat, he felt himself a liltle roTived, 
and Hnt down into the kitchen, to let mt know

would Mep up slairs. — I believe, aoid tbe land- 
lord, he iigoiug lo »ay his prayers — for there 
was a book laid upon, the chair by his bedside;

1 4hought, said the curate, that yon geotlemea 
of Ihe army, Mr. Trim, nerer said yonr prayers at 
all. — I beard the poor gentlemao say bis prayer* 
last nigbl, said the laodlady, yery devoutly, and 
with my own ears, or I could not have believed 
it. — Are you sure of it? replied tlie curate. — 
A soldier, an' please yonr reverence, said I, prays 
as oAen (of his own accord) as a parson — and 
when he is fighting for his king, and for hi* 
own life, and for big honour too, he has the most 
reason to pray to God of any one in the 'whole 
world. — Twas well said of ihoe. Trim, «>ud 
my tmcle Toby. — Bot -when ■ soldier, said I, 
an' please your reverence , has been standing for 
twelve hours together in the trenches, up to his 
knees in cold waler — or engaged, laid 1, for 
mODlb* togellier in long and dangerons marches 
— -haMssed, perhaps, in his rear tO'day— h*r«aft- 
ing others to-morrow ^detached here— conn- 
termadded there — resting ibis night out upon 
bis arms — beat up in his shirt the next — 
benumbed in bis ipiiits — perhaps wilhonl straw 
in his lent lo kueel on — he must say bis prayer* 
how and whenhaiMii. —I balieT«,*aidI — for 
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I -wa* piqued, quoth Ihe corpornl, for the repn- 
t4iion of the array — I believe, an't please yoqr 
rcTereoce, said I, that when a aoldier geta lime 
to pray — ■• he prays u heartily as « parson — 
tliough not with all his fuss and hypocrisy. ■— 
Thou shoald'al not have said thai, Trhn, said aiy 
nnde Toby — for God only knows who is a 
lifpocrite, and who ii not — At the great and 
general review of n» all, corporal, al tlio doy of 
judgment ( and not till tlien ) — it will be seen 
■who has done Iheir duties in this world — and 
who has nut; and we shall be advanced, Trim i 
accordingly. — I hope we shall, said Trim — It 
is in the Scripture, said my nnrle Toby; and I 
will shew it thee to-morrow — lu the mean timo 
we may Jepend upon it, Trim, for our comfort, 
■aid my uncle Toby, that God Almi(>lily is sa 
good and just a governor of the world, ibal if 
we have but done our duties in it — it will 
never bo inquired into, whether we have dons, 
them in a red coat or a black one — I hope not, 
said the corporal — Bnl go on, Trim, said my 
uncle Toby, with thy slory. 

When I went up, continoed the corporal, into 
the lieutenants room, which I did not do till the 
expiration of tlie ten minutes — . he was lying 
in hii bed with his head raised upon his hand, 
wilh his elbow upon the pillow, and a clean 
white cambric handkerchief beside il. — The 
yonth wm jnst stooping down to take np the

mond, parallel vriih Ihe alliei, wbo pressed their* 
on (o Tigorously, IhaL Ihey scarce allowed him 
lime to gel his dinner — that nererlhcless he gave 
up Denderjnond, though be had already made a 
lodgement apon the counterscarp;' and bent his 
vhnle thooghli towards the private distresses at 
the inn ; and, except that he ordered the garden* 
gate lo be bolted np, by which be mighi be ,iaid 
lo have turned Ihe siege of Deudermond into a 
blockade — he leri Dendermond lo itself — to 
be Tcliered or not by the French king, as tha 
French king thought good ; and only considered 
how he himself sliotild relieve the poor lieuteoant 

— That kind Being, who is a friend to the 
friendlessi sball recompense thee for this.

In the second place, fur -whii^h, indeed, than 
hast the same excuse, conlioued my ancle Toby 
— when thon offeredst him whateTer was in my 
house — then shouldst hare offered him my 
hoase loo — A sick brother officer should have 
the best quarters, Trim; and if we had him with 
m — we could tend and look to him — Thon 
ai't an excellent nurse thyself, Trim — and wh^ 
with Ihy care of him, and the old woman's, and 
hifl boy's, and mine together, we might recrnit 
him again at once, and set him upon his legs. 

— In a furtnight or three weeks, added my ' 
nncle Toby, smiling — he might march — He

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what will become of hia boy T t— He ahall uot 

drop, raid my uncle Tobfi lirmly. — A'Well' 

o'day — do wbat we can for liioi, said Trim, 

naintaiiiiug hia point — the poor soul will die. 

— He iball not die, by G^, cried my uncle 

Toby. 

— The ACCUsiNO SPIRIT which flew np lo 
beaTen't chancery with the oath, bliirii'd as he 
gave it in — and Ihe hecordino angbi., ai be 
wrote it down, dropp'd a tear upon the word, 
and blotled it out for ever. 

— My uncla Toby went lo hia bureau ' — put 
liif pur» into bis breeches pocket; and having 
ordered the corporal to go early in the morning 
for aphyiician — he wenl to bed, and fell asleep. 

The aun looked bright, the morning after, lo 
every eye in Ibe village but Le l^'ever'a and hia 
sfQIclEd aun's; the hand of death presa'd heavy 
upon hia eye-lids — and hardly could the wheel 
at the cistern turn round its circle — when my 
uncle Toby, who had rose up an bonr before hi*

There was a frankness in my uncIeTuby— ng» 
the effect of familiarity — but the cause of it 
• — which let you at once into blasoiil, and shewed 
you Ihe goodness of his nature; to this there 
was somelhiog in his looks, and voice, and maa- 
ner, superadded, which eternally beckoned to Ihe 
unfortunate to come and lake aheller under him ; 
■o that before my uncle Tohy had half finished 
the kind offerit he wan making lo the father, had 
the son insensibly pressed np close to his knees, 
and had taken hold of the breast of his coal, and 
^as pulling it towards him. — The blood and 
spirits of Ije Fever, which were waxing cold 
ajid slow^ within him, and were retreating lo their 
last citadel, the heart — rallied back, the film

— All thai ii neceuar; to be added ii m 
folloivs : — 

That my aade Toby, with young Le Fever 
ID bis hand, atlended tbe poor lieuteoant, as cbief 
Uoiiroen, lo bis grave. 

Wbon my Qncle Toby bad turned bt^T thing 
into Dianey, and leltled all accounts belwiit tba 
■geiit of the regimeut and he Fever, and betwixt 
he Fever and all mankind — there remained 
nothing more in my uncle Toby's hand*, than an 
old regimeulal coat and a aword; >o thai my uncle 
Tuby found little or no opposilion, from llie 
■world, in taking admiaist ration. Tbe coat my 
uncle gave Ihe corporal —Wear il, Trim, said 
my uncle Tuby, as lung as it will hold together, for 
the sake of the poor lieutenant — and this — said 
myuncIeToby, taking up tbe sword in his hand, 
and drawing it out of the scabbard as he spoke

Tuby, come back again to me, Le Fever, and we 
wUl shape thee another course. 

The greatest injury could not have oppressed 
Ihe heart of Le Fever more than my ancle Tuby '« 
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{Mienul fciniliiew — he parted from mj- nncle 
Tobjr, u the belt of sons from the beat of falhen 
— both dropped le«r« — «nd as iny uncle Toby 
gave hint his but kiu, be dipped aixty gaiiieaiy 
tied up in >□ old porse of hi< father's, in wbicb 
was bis mother's ring, into hit hand — and bid 
God bless him. 

Lie Fever got up to the imperial army just 
time CDoogb to try what metal his sword was 
made of, at the defeat of tbe Turk* before Bel- 
grade ; but a series of Dnmerited mischances had 
pursued him from that moment, and trod closa 
upon his heels for four years together after : he 
liad willisloodtbesebuffelingsto thelul, tilt sicki 
ness overtook him at Marseilles, from whence be 
wrote my nncle Toby word, he hud lost his time, 
Ilis services, his heallh, and, in short, every thing 
but his sword — and was waiting fur the first 
ship to relum back to him.

hand' — and Ihat wai all — but il cat Eugeniut lo 
hia heart. — Come, come, Yorick, quulh Eug*> 
niua, Griping hiaejeB, andgommooing uplhe man 
■within him — my dear lad, be comfurled — let 
not all thy spirirg aud fortilude furaake tliee at 
thia criai* when thou moit wanlcst Ihem-^who 
knows wbal resoarrei are in ature, and what tLo 
power of God may yet do fur thee ? -^ Yorick 
laid his hand upon Lii heart, mid gently shook 
his head. For my parr, cootinued Eagenius, crying 
bitterly ■■ he ullered ibe words — I declare I 
know uul, Yorirk, how to part wilh thee, and 
'would gladly flatter my hopes, added Eugeniaa, 
cheering up his voice, tiui there i* still enough 
left of Ihee to make a hishop — and that I may 
live to see it. — I heaeech thee, Eagenius, quoth 
Yorick, taking off his night-cap aa well as he 
could 'with his left hand — his right being itjll 
grasped close in that of Eagenius — I beseech 
thee to take a view of my head. — I see nothing 
that ails it, replied Engeaius. Then, ahu ! my 
friend, aaid Yorick, lei me tell you, llMt it is so, 
biiuled uid mis-slu^ned wilh the blows which 
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Jiive been bi> nnhaiidaomelf giren me in the dart, 
that I might Mj with Sanchu Pan^a, thai, shauld I 
recorer, and a mitres thereupon be suflered to 
rain down from heaTcn aa thick oa halt, not an« 
of there would fit it. n — YoHck's last hreoth 
WM hanging upon hi^ trembling lips ready to 
depart aa be ullered this — yetaltllit was altered 
with lomething of a Ceryantic lone — and Mho 
niake it, Eugeniui conld perceive a stream of 
lambent Are lighted np for a moment in hia eye« 
— faint picture of those Quhes of his spirit, 
which (as Shakspeare said of hia ancestor) were 
wont to set the table in a roar! 

Eugenius was convinced from this, that tha 
heart of his friend was broke; he squeezed hi« 
hand — and then walked softly out of the rqoin, 
weeping as he walked. Yoric^ followed Euge? 
nios with his eye» lo the door f— he Ihep close4 
Ihem — and never opened Ihem more- . . 

He lies buried in a corner of his cbnrch-yardf 
under a plain marble slab, which his friend En- 
genius, by leave of bis executors, laid npou hi* 
grave, with no more than these three words of

in the preface prefixed to the first edition 
of these Letters, which appeared id the year 
1775, and were then dedicated to lord Apstey 
(the present earl Bathurst) the editor re-

of. He loved her as hift friend, and prided 
in her as his pupil.

It is very much to be lamented, that Eliza'a 
modesty was invincible to all the editor's 
endeavours to obtain bei answers to these 
Letters : her wit, penetration and Judgmentf 
her happiness in the epistolary style, so rap* 
turously commended by Sterne, could not 
fail to furnish a rich entertainraent for the 
public. He could not help telling her, that 
he wished to God she vras realty possessed 
of that vanity with which she 'was charged; 
to which she replied, that she was so far Irom 
acquitting herself of vanity, that she sus- 
pected that to be the cause why she could 
not prevail on herself to cubmit her letter* 
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to the public eye ; for although Sterne «ai 

partial to every thing of ber's, ihe could not 

hope that the world would he so too. W^tb 

this BiisAe^ the editor vras obliged to be 

contented. 

The reader will remark that these Letters 
have various signatures; Hometimes he stgiu 
Sterne, Bometlmes Yorict, and to One or two . 
he signs her Bramiit. Although it is prettf 
generally knowii who the Bramins are, yet 
lest any body should be at a loss, it may not 
be amiss to observe that the ptiucipAl cast 
or tribe among the idolatrous Indians are 
the Bramins, and out of the chief class' of 
this «9sl corae the priests so fatUAus For their 
austerities, and the shocking torments, and 
frequently death, they voluntarily expose 
themselves to, on a religious account.Noff as 
Sterne 'was a clergyman, and Eliza an Indian 
by hirth, it vras customary with her to call 
bim Aer Bramin, which he accordingly, ia 
bis pleoMut moods, uses «a a signature.
